appeal for world help is being 
made. Russia in Europe is a 


vast country, approximately 1,400 
miles square, with a population 
of 100 millions. It extends from 
latitude 40 to latitude But 
only the Caucasus region is south 
of 45. The southern and south 
eastern part is prairie, and the 
northern and north western por- 
ion 18, oF was originally, wooded 
The great wheat production for 
which Russia was famous oecur- 
red in the prairie area. The capi- 
tal cities cf Petrograd and Mos- 
cow are in the wooded portion 
The national conditions with 
which we are familiar in the Cana- 
dian prairie west in large measure 
prevail in Russia. The prairie 
areas produce in unrestricted 
abundance when conditions are 
favorable. But are subject to sea- 
sons of drouth of varving degrees 
of intensity.

It is a con 
dition which the art of man could 
not avoid Such seasons have 
surred before in the history of 
lower Volga provinces.

$2,000,000 a year.” A further com 
plaint is that the Blue Diamond 
mine lost $100,000 on its opera- 
tions of last vear, and that there- 
fore Mr. Bielzell has injured the 
shareholders in the two gold mines 
to that extent. Exception is also
